Nixon added, "What happened 


In Chicago was not the agony of 
Chicago. It was the agony of the 
Democratic party.

Nixon said the question was 


the proper balance between dis- 
sent and maintaining law and 
order. 


He said that he has stated re- 


peatedly, "that no cause Justi- 
fies the use of violence." 


He advocated a study of that

He said he was not advocating 


a federal police force but the 
development of "highly trained 
local forces." 


He said the national study 


should touch on the question of, 
"once the law Is broken, what 
degree of force is proper? Tlflt 
is a difficult decision for the in- 
dividual officer." 


He said that during his cam- 


paign for the presidency he will 
discuss the question of. the vio- 
lence in Chicago and the need, 
for a national study. 


Nixon held the news confer- 


ence just before carrying his 
campaign to San Francisco. 


Nixon said Wednesday politi- 


cal figures should not make par- 
tisan- comments - on last weeek's 
violence while federal and local 
Investigations of the disorder 
are in progress. 


Democratic candidate Hubert 


H. Humphrey's campaign man- 
ager, meanwhile, predicted the 
presidential contest will be "a 
close struggle that will go to the 
wire."
